FLOWERS ADD BRIGHTN/2SS 
AND BEAUTY TO THE HOME 


(Experimental Farms note) 

Annual flowers may be placed in 
two groups, hardy and _ half-hariy. 
tlardy annuals are thase which grow 
atai lovin where the seed is sown, the 
sweet pea being a good example. 
Some varieties can be sown after 
danger of frost is passed and produce 
a bountiful crop of blooms, clarkia, 
nigella and scabius being of this 
group. Half-hardy annuals are so 
tender that they meed fo be started 
indoors in flats, to have a well grown, 
sturdy plant to set outsode after 
danger of frost is over, Asters, 
stocks and phlox are of this type. It 
is from this class that ‘we get many 
of our showiest displays of flowers, 

Annuals do not create an air of per- 
manance about the garden as they 
generally disapepar with the first se- 
vere freeze. The usefully meet the 
needs of a tenant who does not care 
to go to the expense of mpre per- 
manent plantings yet desires to make 
his surroundings more beautiful and 
lievable, They are quickly, cheaply 
and easily grown, supplying a con- 
tinuation of bloom and may be ef- 
fectively used to fill gaps or vacancies 
in the shrubbery or perennial border; 
some varieties, too, will grow in 
partial shade, 

They lend themselves to many uses. 
Low growing sorts like alyssum, port- 
wlaca, ageratum and lobelia may be 
used along walks or serve as an edg- 
ing for border, The taller growing 
one like cosmos, helianthus and cast- 
ow bean can be used to good advantage 
to shut out undersirable views or 
separate Lhe back yard or vegetable 
garden. The climbers such as sweet 
peas, convolyulus and ¢cobaea may be 
used similarly and along fences ani 
buildings, By the judicious use of 
fragrant varieties like stocks, mig- 
nonette and nicotina much is added to 
the delights of gardening. 

It is advantageous to have some 
flowers in the garden that makes 
satisfactory cut flowers as  antirr- 
hinum, coreopsis, and scabious, Grow 
these in the back garden rather than 
1ob the border, where a mass of bloom 
is desired, By treating them in this 
way the plants may be grown in 
“ows which allows for ease and spec«l 
in cultivation and weed control.

Serious losses of live stock, 2s a 
result of the eating of the poisonous 
weed known as water hemlock are oc- 
curing in the province, according to 
Dr, Percy Talbot, Provincial Veterin- 
arian, who warns all live stock owners 
to be on the lookout for the weed 
which should be destroyed as quickly 
us possible by grubbing out the roots, 
drying and burning them.

THE DEPARTING TRIBES 


The Canadian parliament has 
pased legislation to provide that the 
Canadian Indians will e made to as- 
sume more of the responsibilities of 
citizenship and become less and less 
wards of the government, It is pro- 
posed to enfranchise those Indians 
who are considered qualified to take 
the responsibilities of citizenship. 
Whether or not this move is in the 
right direction remains to be seen, but 
we believe the history of the Indian 
tribes in Canada, since the coming of 
the white man, clearly shows thet the 
government should not readily re- 
linguish its guardianship, 

Under the wild free life of primitive 
Canada the Indians developed a 
method of living quite suitable to the 
eonditions, They mere hunters and 
fishers primarily, agriculture being a 
secondary consideration, usually dei- 
egated to the squaws, The Indians

First, we have Federal taxation, direct and indirect, and levied in a 
reat variety of ways through such agencies as the tariff, excise duties and 
taxes, sales taxes, income taxes, stamp taxes of various kinds, license fees. 
Provincial Legislatures follow with a second income tax, land taxes, amuse- 


ment taxes, license fees to be paid for this, that and the other almost with- , 


out number. Then the municipalities place another tax on lands, on im- 
provements thereon, some levy a third income tax, some an additional amuse- 
ment tax, all of them have more license fees to charge. The school boards 
impose further tax to meet the costs of education. 

Hospitals have to be provided for, to some extent this is done throug: 
taxation, Provincial and municipal, but often this form of taxation has to be 
supplemented by voluntary contributions, but which, in reality, are a tax 
On business and incomes. Churches have to be maintained, even though the 
law may not compel us to do so, and thus people are in effect again taxed 
if they are willing to be, and most of them are. Philanthropic and charitable 
organizations and services of all kinds are maintained in the same way.

Nothing of value can be done unless | 


Prevention of any further increase is an easy matter if the people, who 
are the sufferers, determine there shall be no further increase. Individuals 
know they must keep within their incomes, or they are headed for trouble 
and disaster. Private business knows it must accommodate itself to its 
income, or it will end in bankruptcy. What individuals and business must 
realize is that what is true in their respective cases is likewise true in 
public business. 

Many people, possibly a majority of them, who are fully aware that 
they must live within their incomes, have nevertheless acted in the 
belief that it was not necessary for the governing bodies created by them, 
and supported by them, to follow the same course. Rather, people have 
imsisted that their governments, Federal, Provincial, Municipal, should 
provide this and that service, and as the people make and un-make govern- 
ments, the latter have naturally done what their creators demanded they 
should do. But these same governments have no income except the power to 
tax people, and this they have proceeded to do. 

What people must realize is that if they demand of their governments 
certain services they must be prepared to pay for those services, They 
cannot have them otherwise. And if they cannot afford to pay for them, then 
there is only one thing they can do, and must be prepared to do, and that is 
go without them. That is, in their collective capacity they must govern 
themselves by exactly the same rules as they are forced to recognize and 
Obey as individuals,—if they cannot pay they must be prepared to do with- 
out what they would like to have and would have if they could afford it. 

It is being predicted that the worst of the depression of the last three 
or four years is over; that things are once again on the up-grade; that better 
times are slowly but surely developing; that, in a word, the world is 
beginning to turn that corner around which it has been said prosperity is 
lurking. Let us all hope so, But when we have reached and turned that

British-built aircraft have been 
granted an official distinguishing 
| mark—a lion rampant in gold within 
| three rings of red, white and blue. 
| Within the white ring are inscribed 
the words, ‘‘British Certificate of Air- 
worthiness.’ The mark has been reg- 
istered under the Trade Marks Act. 

The air ministry announcement of 
the new mark, which will at once dis- 
tinguish British-built flying machines, 
no matter what nation's registration 
markings they bear, states that the 
mark is authorized to apply to any 
aircraft, whether lighter or heavier 
than air. No fee is required for the 
authorization, 

The first aircraft mark authorized 
was affixed at the London air station, 
Croydon, to “Astraea’" one of the 
Imperial Airways fleet.
